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RELIGIOUS TRAINING'IN YOUTH. 
In one of the essays read at 
thx 


Mothers' and Teachers' meeting yes- 
terday it was said that too much re- 
ligious training in early childhood Is 
not productive of good results in after 
life. Of course too much of anything 
is logically inore than is good to have, 
but assuming? the thought to be that 
young children may be alienated from 
the practice of religion by having It 
made an irksome and continuous task, 
we want to glv« Jt our full faith. When 
.one gets at the truth in the old saw 
about the worthiness of minister's sons 
and de.acon'8 daughters—truth which 
takes note of all the exceptions that 
prove the rule—he comes to the point; 
made in the essay. The late Robert J. 
Ingersoll always said that it was the 
everlasting religious drill in the home 
of his father, a clergyman, which roused 
his hostility to the body of doctrine and 
set him thinking on critical lines. There 
is, to be sure, another view of this 
phenomenon. 
"The Spectator," he of 


The Outlook, suggests, In his essay on 
Heredity, that the qualities most de- 
veloped by the parents are used up or 
so weakened by use that they cannot be 
transmitted and that the youngsters 
only inherit the qualities which the 
parents have neglected 
or repressed. 


Thus the offspring of very religious per- 
sons derives no religious instincts; and 
instead succeeds to the worldly Inclina- 
tions which the father and mother, in 
their lifelong efforts to be good, Save 
avoided, held in check or concealed. 
But all this raises a psychological query 
that need not be pursued into the mists, 
Hie question is whether, Irrespective of 
parentage and heredity, it may not be 
possible to so disgust a child with 
church and Sunday School and religious 
admonition and discipline at home as to

Tw»s, Chinese Envoy of Apology, 
repaired to the Imperial Palace 


in a carriage specially sent by the 
Household Department* On. arrival at 
the palace he was met by Jlr. Sone, 
Acting Minister for Foreign'Affairs, 
and Baron Bannomiya, Grand Master 
of Ceremonies, and was led into the 
Phoenix Hall -where the Chinese Envoy 
wat received In audience by the Em- 
peror; The Envoy presented to His 
Majesty a letter of apology sent by the 
Emperor of China, which is published 
below. The suite of the mission- were 
also admitted to audience" at the feme 
time. Afterwards the Chinese mission 
was entertained to tiffin in the palace. 
The following official translations of .the 
Envoy's representation, the letter from 
the Emperor 'of China, and the reply 
of the Emperor of Japan are 
taken 


from-the Japan Times: 


SPEECH OF THE ENVOY. 


Your imperial majesty in graciously 
permitting me to approach your majes- 
ty in the disc*ttrge of 4 mtosWjFtSon- 
fldea-te we *y In* majesty the. Emper- 
or of China, my atignsl sovereign, baa 
conferred Upon me^a hljgh-nonljr which 
I esteem fell ^he more^b«iaufle of, ray- 
personal knowledge of the magnintent 
results of .your majesty's epllghtened 
rule, •which are becoming more and 
more conspicuous day by day 
The reciprocal relations between Jap- 


an and China, situated alike in Asia, 
have been marked by the utmost cor- 
diality. Unfortunately, however, when 
a disturbance suddenly broke out in 
China in the summer of last year, Sugi- 
yama Akira, the chancellor of your 
majesty's legation, met a violent death. 
My august sovereign deeply regretting 
the occurrence, has sent me to your 
majesty's -court in the capacity of his 
special envoy to present his letter, and 
has charged we to convey to 
your 
majesty an expression of Iris profound 
grief. At the same \irnc I have been 
commanded b> his majesty the Em- 
peror to accord honorable reparation 
to the memory of Buglyama Akira by 
performing religious ceremonies before 
his tomb and by transmitting to the 
proper recipient an offering from my 
imperial master." 
It only remains for me- to express 


the hope. In the interest of the two 
empires, that your majesty, favorably 
moved by the sense of geographical 
propinquity, may be pleased to foster 
the relations of good friendship which 
unite the two countries, and to pro- 
mote the common welfare of Eastern 
Asia through an undisturbed mainten- 
ance of the general situation. 
In conclusion I have the honor to 
present to your majesty my humble 
wishes for your majesty's health and 
the prosperity of the empire of Japan.

NEW YORK, Sept. M.—A special to the 
Sun from Washington says: Commander 
Beaton Schroeder, governor of Guam, to- 
day filed with the Navy Department a 
report on conditions in Guam waich led 
to his orders directing the attention of 
th« command "to the hoodlumlsm and 
lawlessness which are rampant in It." 
That the Navy Department is satisfied 


with the explanation of Schroeder, or the 
cause for Tils strenuous orders, ia shown 
by the fact that He was this afternoon 
directed to return to the island and con- 
tinue his. work there, He will leave here 
Thursday' for San Francisco, and sail 
from there to Yokohama, where he will 
be met by the gunooat Yorktown, which 
has been ordered to take him and bis 
family to Agana, the capital of Guam. 


In Ms Deport Schroeder reviews in de- 


tail the lawlessness on the island which 
occasioned his action. Conditions were 
very satisfactory, he says, until it be- 
came Evident that the marines compris- 
ing thfe command there were misbehaving 
themselves in a great many ways. They 
spent much time in the town, gradually 
abused their privileges and caused trou- 
ble by assaulting natives on the street*.

WISDOM WITHOUT KNOWLEDGE. 
The poet Cowper has pointed out that 


"knowledge and wisdom, so far from be-

But what Is there that God has given 


us nobler than the thinking faculty, 
more capable of development and im- 
provement, and more wonderful In Its 


influences, 
resulting 
from our 
closer 


touch with the greater American Conti- 
nent, has many difficult problems along 
educational lines. These problems can- 
not be solved by any shrinking or hesi- 
tating attitude. Action is necessary, and 
this action must be the result of an in- 
fusion of the spirit of wisdom and jus- 
tice, which emanates from the throne of 
the Almighty; no lesser sense of respon- 
sibility will avail. 


I The education of the masses is a term 


and very much is being done for the ele- 
^vation of mankind and the betterment 
of the human condition; these efforts are 
often useless, however, because too gen- 


place but little 
higher than the brute 


to a place but little lower than God Him- 
self? "What a piece of work Is man! 
How noble In reason, how Infinite In fac- 
ulty; In form and moving how express 
and admirable; In action how like-an an- 
gel, In apprehension how like a God." It 
Is this widening of the mind and soul, of 
the Intellectual and spiritual faculties, 
and not simply the development of bone 
and 
muscle, 
which 
contributes real 


growth and transforms the child into a. 
man. It is this which makes him angelic 
In action and 
god-like 
In appearance. 


And the forces upon which we must rely 
for this process of transformation are the 
twin sisters, education and religion. They 
do not necessarily work together through 
the same agency, for the church and the 
school are two distinct Institutions. 
It 


Is not the business of the church to teach 
human learning, 
but to proclaim the 


gospel. 
It Is not the business of the 


school and college to proclaim the gospel, 
but to acquire and teach human learn- 
ing. Tet the church Is not on that ac- 
count to clothe Itself In the garments of 
illiteracy, nor breathe an atmosphere of 
ignorance; neither Is the school to be- 
come agnostic and breathe only the air 
of unbelief. Centuries ago religion tried 
her best to make the world right without 
education, and later times education has 
tried to make the world right without re- 
ligion. Both failed. But when they have 
joined hands, through each doing her 
own work, they have never failed. 
Re- 


ligion and education were both friends 
when the foundations 
of our 
country 


were laid, and they have never deserted 
the land thus dedicated to their service. 
They were present 
when 
our 
oldest 


American institutions of learning were 
founded In the Interest of both. They are 
here today, for we are met today to lay 
the corner-stone ot a building that is to 
be used, not In the interest of an educa- 
tion which knows no God, nor of a re- 
ligion which Ignores culture, but of an 
education wjhlch comprehends as far as 
possible all useful learning and Is not in- 
consistent with a devout recognition of 
God in all his works, and of Jesus Christ 
as the true light of the world that light- 
eth every man 
that cometh into the 


world 
The church in the Middle Ages 


made the mistake of supposing that Ig- 
norance and devotion go together. 
But 


we have Jearned that the man of God In 
order to be furnished unto all good works 
must know something as well as feel 
something—must be enlightened in mind 
as well as warmed In heart. 


The cornerstone was then laid. Prin- 


er who became discouraged because she 
was giving so much time and attention 
to one small boy, instead of being able to 
touch many lives. 
She was, 
however, 


true to the trust reposed in her, and this 
same boy, imbibing her loyal spirit, 
grew up into a great reformer. This re- 
sult alone was sufficient for 
her 
life- 


work. This is but an added testimony to 
the fact that specific work is the effec- 
tive work. 


MONUMENT TO THE PORT. 


These 
educational 
institutions, 
with 


their equipments, are grand monuments 
to those who have had the education of 
the children of Hawaii on their hearts, 
and we have every reason to rejoice at 
the great advantages of today. 


We must not allow ourselves to for- 


get, however, that learning alone is in- 
sufficient to make good citizens. 
The 


spirit with which a student goes out of 
an institution shows whether his educa- 
tion has been a success or not. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt stated, in a speech at 
Minneapolis a short time ago, that "the 
life of high endeavor is the only life 
worth living." Our lamented president, 
William McKinley, with his strict sense 
of honor and his absolute incorrupti- 
bility, illustrates, in his life, this spirit 
of high endeavor. 


Teachers are partially responsible for 


the spirit of an institution, but not en- 
tirely so. The bearing and attitude of a 
student, as he comes and goes among 
his fellows, has much to do with it. 
Many an institution has suffered in repu- 
tation and the ability to accomplish great 
results, because a few of its students 
bave had low ideas of rectitude and i-on- 
or.

s'DER a sky as blue and a sun as

played about the hillsides which

destined to become the homes of tne 
youth of the future, when they learn 
the rudiments and penetrate the high- 
er mysteries of book lore. And from 
these veterans the line went on down 
to the least of the little ones whose 
daily duty is the acquirement of some 
elemental fact.

The two definitions are 
not 
incompatible. If we estimate all 


things according to their true value, we 
' can not fall to put God foremost In our 
! thoughts, because by reason of what He 
Is and what He does. He Is and ought 


1 to be more to UB than any other being or 
substance. The fear of the Lord—that is 
pre-eminently wisdom, because it places 
the highest value upon that which is 
highest and best in the universe. 
But 


not less is It wisdom to place a Just valu- 
ation upon other things which in the 
course of life invite our attention. Says 
one of the old Puritan divines (Dr. Isaac 
Barrows): "Wisdom instructs us to ex- 
amine, compare, and rightly value the ob- 
jects tha,t court our affections and chal- 
lenge our care; and thereby regulates 
our passions and moderates our endeav- 
ors, begetting a pleasant serenity and 
peaceable tranquillity 
of mind." This 


serenity and tranquillity of mind tends to 
lengthen life, just as worry and fretting 
tend to shorten It; so that it is no mere 
figure of speech to 
say 
of 
wisdom: 


"Length of days is In her right hand. 


• and in her left, riches and honor.

WISDOM WITHOUT KNOWLEDGE. 
The poet Cowper has pointed out that 


"knowledge and wisdom, so far from be- 
ing one, have oft times no connection." 
'And no'better example can be given to 
'illustrate this fact than Solomon, usually 
' spoken of as the wisest of men. It is 
said that "there came of all people to 
hear his wisdom." His was a wisdom 
that you could hear far better than see. 
It consisted of words rather than deeds. 


I Looking at his life, we are reminded of 
'that English king who never said a fOJl- 
! Ish thing, and never did a wise one. Sol- 
omon uttered 3,000 proverbs, packed full 
of wisdom in the most condensed form. 
larxl his songs were a 1,005—all doubtless 
'good of their kind. He understood and 
appreciated the excellence of all moral 
\irtues and the undesirableness of their 
contrary vices. No man could discourse 
so well as he on duties, public and pri- 
\ ate. And yet while he knew all this and 
was intellectually wise, he did not act 
according to his knowledge. Judged by 
our standards of virtue, he would not be 
regarded as very respectable in his life. 
Not only did he depart from those vir- 
tues in whose path wisdom directs us to 
walk, but he even forgot the Lord, the 
fear of whom he had said was the begin- 
ning of both wisdom and knowledge. He, 
jthe wise man, fell into idolatry, and was 
the ultimate cause of the dissolution of 
the Hebrew confederacy. 
No man that

The church, the 
Sunday School, home missions, all alike 
depend on money. Civilization and tue 
kingdom of God on earth both depend 
upon money for their progress, and as 
men remember who it is that has said: 
"The silver and the gold are mine," and 
recognize His claims and are ready to 
act on His standards in using their 
wealth, it is as wise for the man who 
can create values and so gain honest 
wealth, to do so, as it is for the man 
who can create thought and make a lit- 
erature, to do that.

QUALITY OF THOUGHT. 


But what is there that God has given 


us nobler than the thinking 
faculty, 


more capable of development and im- 
provement, and more wonderful in its 
powers, lifting man as it does from a 
place but little 
higher than the brute 


to a place but little lower than God Him- 
self? "What a piece of work Is man! 
How noble in reason, how infinite in fac- 
ulty; in form and moving how express 
and admirable; In action how like .an an- 
gel, in apprehension how like a God." It 
is this widening of the mind and soul, of 
the intellectual and spiritual faculties, 
and not simply the development of bone 
and 
muscle, 
which 
contributes real 


growth and transforms the child Into a 
man. It Is this which makes him angelic 
in action and god-like in appearance. 
And the forces upon which we must rely 
for this process of transformation are the 
twin sisters, education and religion. They 
do not necessarily work together through 
the same agency, for the church and the 
school are two distinct institutions. 
It 


is not the business of the church to teach, 
human learning, but to proclaim the 
gospel. 
It Is not the business of the 


school and college to proclaim the gospel, 
but to acquire and teach human learn- 
ing. Yet the church is not on that ac- 
count to clothe itself In the garments of 
Illiteracy, nor breathe an atmosphere of 
ignorance; neither is the school to be- 
come agnostic and breathe only the air 
of unbelief. Centuries ago religion tried 
her best to make the world right without 
education, and later times education has 
tried to make the world right without re- 
ligion. Both failed. But when they have 
joined hands, through each doing her 
own work, they have never failed. 
Re- 


ligion and education were both friends 
when the foundations of our country 
were laid, and they have never deserted 
the land thus dedicated to their service. 
They were present 
when 
our 
oldest 


American Institutions of learning were 
founded In the Interest of both. They are 
here today, for we are met today to lay 
the corner-stone of a, building that is to 
be used, not in the interest of an educa- 
tion which knows no God, nor of a re- 
ligion which Ignores culture, but of an 
education w,hich comprehends as far as 
possible all useful learning and Is not in- 
consistent with a devout recognition of 
God in all his works, and of Jesus Christ 
as the true light of the world that light- 
eth every man 
that 
cometh Into the 


world 
The church In the Middle Ages 


made the mistake of supposing that Ig- 
norance and devotion go together. 
But 


we have Jearned that the man of God In 
order to be furnished unto all good works 
must know something as well as feel 
something—must be enlightened in mind 
as well as warmed in heart. 


The cornerstone was then laid. Prin- 


cipe S. P. French of the school spoke 
at oome length, saying it was a most 
inspiring day for the teachers of the 
school, who were looking forward

sibility will avail. 


I The education of the masses is a term 
which we so often hear in these days, 
and very much is being done for the ele- 
vation of mankind and the betterment 
'of the human condition; these efforts are 
often useless, however, because too gen- 
eral. I have but recently read of a teach- 
er who became discouraged because she 
was giving so much time and attention 
, to one small boy, instead of being able to 
touch many lives. 
She was, however, 


true to the trust reposed in her, and this 
' same boy, imbibing her loyal spirit, 
grew up into a great reformer. This re- 
sult alone was sufficient for 
her 
life- 


work. This is but an added testimony to 
the fact that specific work is the effec- 
tive work.

MONUMENT TO THE PORT. 


I These 
educational 
institutions, 
with 


their equipments, are grand monuments 
to those who have had the education of 
the children of Hawaii on their hearts, 
and we have every reason to rejoice at 
the great advantages of today, 


1 We must not allow ourselves to for- 
get, however, that learning alone is in- 
sufficient to make good citizens. 
The 


spirit with which a student goes out of 
an Institution shows whether his educa- 
tion has been a success or not. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt stated, in a speech at 
Minneapolis a short time ago, that "the 
life of high endeavor is the only life 
worth living." Our lamented president, 
William McKJnley, with his strict sense 
of honor and his absolute incorrupti- 
bility, illustrates, in his life, this spirit 
of high endeavor. 
| Teachers are partially responsible for 
the spirit of an institution, but not en- 
tirely so. The bearing and attitude of a 
student, as he comes and goes among 
his fellows, has much to do with it. 
Many an Institution has suffered In repu- 
tation and the ability to accompli ah great 
results, because a few of Its students 
have had low ideas of rectitude and i-on- 
or. Teachers and students working to- 
gether thoroughly 
in 
sympathy with 


each other, can accomplish, a result that 
cannot be estimated, in a rpirit which, 
once evolved, reaches into wider and 
wider realms. 
| We trust that the ambitions and hopes 
of thoie who have the great success of 
Oahu College nearest at heart may be 
more than realized and that its influence 
may be far-reaching. 
| Mr. Richard Armstrong, who, in 1S55, 
drew up and proposed an act remodeling 
the Department of Public; Instruction of 
Hawaii and who was President for a pe- 
riod of thirteen years, wrote in his jour- 
nal: "If I know my heart, I wish In this 
office to honor God in laboring far the 
good of the rising generations."

Ricans to Honolulu to work on 
the sugar plantations, says that 
they have proved such satisfac- 
tory laborers and are so well 
pleased with their mew home that 
the order has been increased to 
25,000 Porto Ricans. 
There are 


already 7,000 of them in Hawaii. 


If the total number of emi- 


grants desired cannot be obtain- * 
ed from Porto Rico the planters S 
have decided to try Filipinos in- 
stead and will begin importing 
them in large numbers. 
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"The Planters' Association has 


not 
decided upon any definite 


number of Porto Ricans to im- 
port, but will continue*to bring 
them 
over as long as they are 


•willing to come," said Mr. F. M. 
Swanzy yesterday when ques- 
tioned in regard to the New Or- 
leans dispatch, published 
else- 


where, 
and 
which gives F. J. 


Mendura as authority for a state- 
ment that 25,000 Porto Ricans 
would be brought to the Hawai- 
ian Islands. 


"I do not know F J. Mendura, 


the Planters' Association has an 
agent in Porto Rico, but not this 
man. There are several men em- 
ployed by us to lake care of the 
Porto Ricans between New Or- 
leans and Honolulu, and he may 
possibly be one of them 


"The statement as far 
a=> I 


know is totally unauthorized. 
The Planters as an association 
have not formed any idea as to 
the number 
of laborers to be 


brought 
here from Porto Rico, 


and this will depend entirely up- 
on the individual planters and 
the Porto Ricans themselves. 


"The Porto Ricans have been 


fairly satisfactory. 
There are 


some poor ones among them, as 
can be found in any race, but as 
a. whole I think they were quite 
satisfactory. 
A good many of 


them were weak from lack of 
food when they came, but their 
physique is being built up again, 
under the influence of good and 
•wholesome food. 


"I think the statement that 


there are over seven 
thousand 


of them here la a mistake. I do 
not believe there are that many. 
About 2,500 men were brought 
here, and a good many women 
and children, the total will not 
exceed 5,000. There are several 
shipments on the way. and I be- 
lieve the planters will keep on 
bringing the Porto Ricans as 
long as they are willing to come. 


"No 
Filipinos 
have 
been 


brought over yet, and no action 
towards their importation has 
been taken by the Planters' As- 
sociation. We do not know as 
yet whether the government will 
allew them to be brought over. 
The term Filipino 
embraces a 


good many different kinds of peo- 
ple, and we do not know what 
kind of laborers they might make 
on the sugar plantations."

Investigation yesterday afternoon and one 
which may result In some sensational 
findings being returned by that body. 


The party first visited the Oahu Insane 


As>lum, and thoroughly inspected that 
Institution 
The controversy between the 


Board of Health and Superintendent of 
Public Works James H. Boyd, over the 
location of the rook crusher, was one of 
the objects of the trip, though the real 
cause of the visit is said to have been of 
a more sensational nature. It Is reported 
that the principal cause of the visit was 
the investigation Of a story 'that two 
women were being illegally imprisoned at 
the asylum, as a result of a plot to secure 
their property. One of the women is said 
to have been sent to the asylum at the 
instance of a daughter and her husband, 
though 
perfectly sane, 
and retained 


against her will. There Is said to be an- 
other caee> very similar, and members 
of the grand Jury investigate* these re- 
ports thoroughly 
The women in ques- 


tion were examined by the Jurymen, and 
they also conversed with the nurses In 
their efforts to get at the truth of the 
charges. Whether or not the Jury found 
enough to justify the return of an indict- 
ment cannot be learned, but the matter 
wHl very likely be presented In the re- 
port to the court. Neither Superintendent 
Malster nor the hospital authorities are 
blamed in any way for these alleged il- 
legal imprisonments, though the Jury 
may order the adoption of more stringent 
rules in regard to the admission of pa- 
tients 
I Superintendent Malster also pointed out 
to the grand Jury the results of the 
blasting at the stone quarry, and some 
!of the Jurymen seemed duly Impressed 
with the situation, though It Is hardly 


I 
thought that any action will be taken 
Many of them, though in favor of a re- 
moval of the stone crusher, appear to 
feel that the expense is too great, while 
isqxne are of the opinion that as the 
'buildings of the asvlum are becoming old 
'and unfit for use, it would be better if 
that Institution were further removed 
(from the city.
